but the only question they ask is: ‘‘Can 
I get iton time?” Now it is useless to 
argue with such men. If you tell them 
to pay cash for guano or not buy it all, 
they will tell you that they have no cash 
and must have guano; that they cannot 
make a crop without guano, end cannot 
buy guano without cr dit. Let them 
alone. They are going to make large 
cotton crops this year and turn it over to 
the men from whom they buy guano. 
In uther words, they are acting as over- 
seers for the guano manufacturers, and 
finding themselves.

FASHIONS FOR APRIL. 


A Breeze from the Centennial—The 
New and 1 1. Spring Styles of 
Bo:.aris ad Costumes. 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 


New York, March 30th, 1876. 

The forty days of Lent have hardly 
exhibited the dull, quiet, orderly routine 
which usually characterises the peniten- 
tial season. An agitation came to ruffle 
the calm and placid surface of the at- 
mospherically severe March days, and 
very properly it was a breeze from the 
centennial. 

It is unfortunate that so far as women 
are concerned, this movement has been | 
made the instrument of a blow at indrus- 
trial workers, and a means of drawing 
with great distinctions, or line of class 
distinction which heretofore has failed to 
find deliberate and official recognition in 
this country. The great body of women 
workers have been ieft out and have no 
recognition in the councils, and even the 
art element which has been almost exclu. 
sively cultivated, has been so snubbed in 
New York that the women artists have 
formed a,centennial union of their own, 
apd are hard at work trying to raise 
funds, and put such forces in operation 
as will enable them to make a ereditable 
exhibit of art work. 

It has been stated that the only kinds 
of clothing really excluded 
from the woman’s department 
of the centennial exposition 
were Bloomer’s dress reform garments 
and the like, but this is not true. The 
exclusion applies to the most artistically 
constructed dress or bonnet, as well as to 
the ‘‘chemiloon,” and obnoxious trouser, 
and is to be regretted much less for what 
it deprives us of in the way of a show, 
which most of us can very 
well spare, then because it 
strikes ancther and a_i deadly 
blow at honest and honorable work, sep- 
arating the makers of clothing from the 
workers in other departments of labor, 
as if they beloaged to an order unworthy 
of representation. 

Nv sucu distinctions are drawn in the 
man exhibition. Men’s clothing will be 
exhibited there as well as the materials 
of which it is made, and no man will be 
ticketed as unworthy because he makes 
coats instead of cloth. 

It is undoubtedly true that the work- 
inginterest in clothing being greater 
among the women than all others put 
together, it would swamp the others if 
allowed unlimited sway. Itis also de. 
sirable without doubt to encourage and 
stimulate branches of work less known 
But it isalsy most true that the number of 
art workers must always of necessity be 
more limited than the number of indus- 
trial workers—that the prejudice against 
working for money among the women is 
very strong, lying at tae root of much of 
our social demoralization; and no word 
or deed on the part of women engaged 
in a broad centennial work should 
have been permitted to emphasize it. 
The original mistake lay in forming 
the centennial committees almost exclu- 
sively frem among women practically 
unacquainted with the active industries 
and laborious achievements of their sex, 
end who therefore understood neither 
thc needs of working women, nor their 
influence. 

Centennial committees of women should 
have been composed in part at least, of 
women representatives of modern activi- 
ties, of the thought, and the practical 
forces, which the thought and intelli- 
gence of modern women have formu- 
lated. It was not necessary to include 
the so-called “advanced” or “reform” 
elements, although upon what principle 
of right they couid be pring we if they 
had a good thing to offer, Ido not know, 
but no honest workers as a class 
should have been excluded. On the 
contrary, the first thing done should have 
been to offer inducements for high class 
work 1n every department in which wo- 
men are represented, and then the beat 
workers, independent of poverty or 
isolaticn, would have beep strengthened, 
encouraged and stimulated; evenif they 
had had personally no chance for suc- 
cessful competition.
